NEWPORT, Ky., May 14.—The Scott Jack- 
on case went to the jury at 10 o’clock this 
morning. Before retiring the Judge’s type- 
written instructions, bloody clothes, letters 
and other articles that were shown in evi- 
dence were placed in their hands. 

At 12:6 thé jury returned to the court 
room with a verdict. Amid a deathlike 
Stillness the foreman handed the verdict to 
the clerk, who read as follows: 

“We, the jury, find the defendant, Scott 
Jackson, guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree and fix his penalty at death.” 

The judge had previously announced that 


no demonstration of approval or disap- 
roval by spectators would be permitted.

The men accused Michael Pellman of 
having told tales about the Brown sisters 
and are said to have assaulted him. . 

Rowan was stabbed to death by Pellman 
and when Hallinan tried to capture the 
murderer Pellman turned on him and cut 
him so that he died in a few hours. 

From Hallinan’s interference ſt is sur- 
mised that he had no knowledge of Rowan's 
identity. 

Deputy Sheriff Moran read of the tragedy 
in the Post-Dispatch, Which stated that 
Rohan came from Clint and inquired into 
the matter with the result that he arrived 
in St. Louis Thursday morning. 

He went to the Morgue and readily iden- 
tifled both bodies. 

Arrangements have not yet been made, 
but it is probable that both bodies will be 
taken back to Clinton for interment. 

The Rowans and the Hallinans were 
farmers and their places adjoined. One 
Saturday they went to town, as young farm- 
ers are wont to do, and became intoxicated. 
The quarrel and killing followed. 


SENTENCE OF REFORMERS.

BERLIN, May 14.—A private telegram 
has been received here which asserts that 
the sentences of Col. Francis Rhodes, Lion- 
el Phillips, J. H. Hammond and George 
Farrar, the four members of the Johannes- 
burg Reform Committee condemned to 


death, and whose sentences were afterward 
commuted, have been fixed at imprigon- 
ment for five years. 

The sentences of the fifty-nine other 
members of the Reform Committee, which 
were fixed by the court at two years’ im- 
prisonment and a@ fine of £2,000, followed by 
three years’ banishment, have been com- 
muted to one year's imprisonment.

A 
ear later Griffith disappeared from Brook-

going. 

Nothing was ever heard of Griffith until 
the spring of 1894, when he bought a piece 
of land down in Wayne County. 

Adjoining this land was the farm of the 
cousins of Mr. Parks. His daughter, Miss 
Adele Parks, was visiting the country 
cousins and their farm house was a con- 
venient place for Griffith to drop in and 
get a glass of buttermilk and receive ad- 
vice from more experienced farmers on the 
art of tilling the soil. 

Miss Adele learned to love him. In June 
she wrote to her parents in St. Louis that 
she would be married on July 15, and so she 
was, her father attending the wedding. 

The father-in-law built for the couple a 
handsome home on Griffith’s place. Then 
he came back to St. Louis. 

Last fall Mrs. Griffith became ill Her 
husband took her to Brooklyn, III., where 
his deserted wife was living. The second 
Mrs. Griffith lived in a secluded cottage 
near the river and there her baby was born. 
Mrs. Griffith No. 1 learned of her husband’s 
dual life and threatened to have him ar- 
rested and he sent wife No. 2 and her baby 
back to Wayne County. There was a heavy 
rain falling, but Griffith compelled his wife 
to walk to Union Station, so Mr. Parks 
says, and the young mother took the clothes 
from her own back to shield her infant 
from the storm. 

She arrived at Union Station soaking wet 
and was compelled to wear her wet gar- 
ments on the train to Wayne County. 
The mother was taken ill on arriving at 
the farm house and remained in bed until 
Tuesday night last, when, in response to a 
telegram, her father arrived.

To what extent does the padrone system 
exist in St. Louis, and how much of the 
city’s sewering and other street work is 
done by foreign contract labor? 

This is the question that the large num- 


‘| ber of bona fide citizens who clamor for 


work—any kind of work—would like to 
have answered, and if they can they will 


get an answer from Mayor Walbridge and 
the agents of his administration. 

Congress has time and again enacted and 
amended the — er laws in regard to 
forei contract labor. 

— Bartholdt of St. Louls is the 
present Chairman of the Congressional! Im- 
migration Committee and frequently the 
dispatches tell how he and his committee 
are making rigid examinations at Quaran- 
tine in New York harbor relative to unde- 
sirable immigrants. It seems, however, that 
the padrones of sunny Italy continue to do 
a thriving busi with levee, sewer and 
railroad contractors. 

A case in point bas just-arisen in the con- 
struction of the Euclid avenue sewer, for 
which Anderson Bros. have the contract. 

It is a big sewer, for which the city will 
have to pay a round sum, and the work is 
to be pushed as speedily as possible. 

Of course the cheaper the contractors can 
have the work done, the more they will 
make, and as Italian labor under the pa- 
drone system can be had for from one-half 
to one-third as much as the regular wage 
of native labor, the contractors are not 
overlooking the padrone. 

Anderson Brothers put Italians to work 
on the Euclid sewer, but they were so new 
to the simplest kind of work with the pick 
and — that the sewer inspector com- 
plained that the work was not being prop- 


ne. 
% ‘one of them could understand Eng- 
lish, and the overseers of the work found 
it impossible 1 make them comprehend the 
st directions. 
ame Sewer Commisioner ordered that the 
Italians be dismissed and men em loyed 
who understood how to diga straight hole in 
the ground, so Anderson Brothers had to 
temporarily suspend work until the com- 
missioner’s orders should be complied with. 

While sewer and other contracts are let 
to private firms, the city reserves the right 
to have the work done according to its 
specifications, and if the workmen employed 
on it can’t do it accordingly, the city has 
the right to enforce their discharge. This 
was what happened to Anderson Brothers 
ignorant Italian corps. Other workmen are 
being substituted and the sewer work will 

rogress.

All I know is that contractors 
employ whom they please, pay em what 
they agree on, but if the work is not done 
to suit us we can have the employes dis- 
charged. 

“In the case of Anderson Brothers they 
had a lot of densely ignorant Italians, who 
I don’t think ever saw a shovel and“ pick 
before. They could not keep within tHe 
lines marked out for them.

FRATERNITY MEN HOPEFUL

Maj. James R. Waddill, State Superin-

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Maj. Waddill 
said it was doubtful whether the decision 
would apply to all beneficiary orders which 
have established a reputation in the State. 
He would inquire into the matter carefully, 
however, and if the other organizations 
were found to come under the deci

Since the decision in the case of the Na- 
tional Union members of that order have 
pointed out the similarity of its workings 
with those of the Royal Arcanum and -% 

U. W., particularly. Maj. Waddill men- 
tioned these organizations as bein among 
those apparently exempted from the State 
insurance laws. 

Other orders that have been mentioned 


Roya] League, which has eight subordinate 
courfeils and a probable membership of 
600 in St. Louis; the Foresters of America, 
with eight subordinate courts; The Knights 
and Ladies of Honor, seventy-two subordin- 
ate lodges; Knights and Ladies of Industry 
Chosen Friends, Knights of Honor and 
Knights dt Pythias, all of which are very 
strong in Missouri. 

The A. O. U. W., which has seventy-eight 
subordinate lodges in St. Louis, has a mem- 
bership of 25,000 in Missouri. 


Grand Recorder W. F. Bohn of the A. 0. 
U. W. told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
the A. O. U. W. was one of the orders men- 
tioned in the Legislature when the enact- 
ment — — beneficiary orders from the 
insurance laws was adopted. The order, 
Mr. Bohn thought, came strictly under the 
provisions of that enactment. 

Unlike old line insurance companies, Mr. 
Bohn says the A. O. UV. W. does not bar 
from membership those e waged in hazar 
ous occupations, save that it will not admit 
saloon-keepers. This is a restriction enforced 
also by the Odd-Fellows. 

The enactment was framed in connection 
with the article governing insurance com- 
panies. It is as follows: 

“Nothing in this article shall be so con- 
strued as to impair or in any manner to

“We have our regular lodge meetings,”

said Mr. Cox, “attendance upon which is 
compulsory. e have enterprises for the 
advancement of our members and I think 
there can be no doubt of our order being 
fraternal. 

In fact, I believe our’s is the only order 
in which it is compulsory upon subordinate 
lodges to pay sick benefits. The minimum 
benefit to paid by the subordinate lodges 
is fixed by the central body. They may 
pay larger benefits if they see fit. 

“We have some restrictions against haz- 
ardous occupations, but our insurance or 
beneficiary features are secondary to our 
fraternal and social features.“ 


According to Otto Daehnert, Secretary of 
Star Lodge, National Union, which has 
been decided an insurance company, that 
order has a membership of 1,300 or more in 
St. Louis. There are twelve subordinate 
lodges here. Mr. Daehnert said he did not 
believe the decision would affect the work- 
ings of the order. 

It is true,“ said Mr. Daehnert, that at- 
tendance upon lodge meetings is not com- 
ulsory and that after the death of a mem- 
er we assess the surviving members on a 
graduated scale according to age, to pay the 
death benefit. I believe, however, that so 
far as our continuance under the law ex- 
empt benefit orders in Missouri is con- 
cerned, we will not be affected by the de- 
cision.”’ 

Maj. Waddill has not yet decided upon 
any action respecting the National Union 
under the decision of the United States 
Court. He will have first to satisfy him- 
self that the order is illegally acting as an 
insurance company. If he arrives at this 
understanding he will report the matter to 
the proper authorities of the State, which 
will probably result in the arrest of the of- 
ficers. 


Maj. Waddill calls attention to his last re- 
port in which occurs the following on the 
exempting clause: 
“This statute had behind it a worthy and 
beneficent purpose on the part of the Leg- 
islature that enacted it. It- was intended 
to encourage genuine benevolent fraternal 
societies in the taking care of their sick 
and in providing benefits for the surviving 
in case of death. With such a purpose be- 
hind it, no condemnation by any right think- 
ing mind can be brought against the Legis- 
lature. Nevertheless this statute, In its ap- 
lication to fraternal beneficiary societies, 
— worked and is working a great deal of 
injury and evil to the people of this State. 
Having for its object to make easy the 
way for those societies which have for 
their real purpose the benefit and aid of 
their members, it has in reality opened the 
door to a numerous host of fraudulent con- 
cerns, proclaiming benevolence in their arti- 
cles of association and breathing fraternal- 
ism in their declaration, but really organ- 
ized by irresponsible persons with the sole 
view of making money for themselves and 
aying but small, if any benefits to their 
Supes whom they have induced to take 
certificates in their organizations, and who 
pay regular and stated dues or assessments 
therefor. There are societies of this char- 
acter through all portions of the State of 
Missouri, most of them from other States, 
rofessing fraternal benevolence and send- 
ng out attractive literature to the people, 
the sole purpose of which is to raise money 
for the benefit of their promoters and man- 
agers. The action of these evil-purposed 
associations works continuous injury also 
upon those fraternal organizations or be- 
nevolent societies which are acting in good 
faith and carrying out the benevolent pur- 
poses expressed in their articles of asso- 
clation, and intended to be protected and 
fostered by the statute in question.“ 

The decision of Judge Thayer holds that 
the National Union is an insurance com- 
any, not exempted from the laws of the 
tate because the laws of the order are 
destitute of any provision showing 
it a ,fraternal “or even charitable 
society, or that it is engaged in the im- 
provement of the mental, moral or social 
condition of its members. There was no 
proof that the order ever held literary, so- 
cial and moral entertainments and the main 
efforts of the order were doubtless toward 
securing new members and increasing its 
income and enlarging its benefit fund.
